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Mortgage giant’s 
acting executive found 
dead in apparent suicide

A law enforcement official familiar with 
the investigation said it was an apparent hang- 
ing. He declined to be identified because the 
investigation was ongoing. 

David Kellermann’s death is the latest in a 
string of blows to Freddie Mac since it was 
seized by the government last September. 
The company which owns or guarantees 
about 13 million mortgages, has been criti-

cized for financing risky loans that fueled the 
real estate bubble and are now defaulting at a 
record pace. 

Freddie Mac lost more than $50 billion 
last year, and the Treasury Department has 
pumped in $45 billion to keep the company 
afloat. Last month, David Moffett, the gov- 
ernment-appointed chief executive, resigned, 
apparently frustrated by strict oversight. 


Kellermann worked for Freddie Mac for 
the past 16 years. 

Neighbors said Kellermann, 41, had lost a 
noticeable amount of weight under the strain 
of the new job. Some neighbors said they sug- 
gested to Kellermann he should quit to avoid 
the stress, but Kellermann responded that 
he wanted to help the company through its 
problems. As the company’s financial chief. 


Kellermann was working on the company’s 
first quarter financial report, due at the end 
of May, with federal regulators closely over- 
seeing the company’s books and signing off 
on major decisions. 

Federal prosecutors in Virginia have been 
investigating Freddie Mac, but two law 
enforcement officials said Kellermann had 
not been under scrutiny

It’s legal in Iowa, but 
what does it mean for us?

Two years ago, Thom Howe-Duff dropped 
down on one knee and asked his boyfriend, 
Chad Gearig, to marry him. 

Gearig said “Tes,” and soon the Rogers 
Park couple was planning a wedding in Howe- 
Duff ’s native California— only to be derailed 
by Proposition 8, which declared same-sex 
marriage illegal in the state. 

Then Iowa happened. 

“I was stunned,” Gearig, 31, said of the Iowa 
Supreme Court decision earlier this month 
to legalize same-sex marriage. “We were like, 
Towa? Really? Before Illinois?’ ” 

Now Howe-Duff, 41, and Gearig plan 
to drive just over the Illinois border to 
Davenport, Iowa, to tie the knot. Their mar- 
riage rights will disappear the moment they 
cross back into Illinois, but they’re hopeful 
that won’t always be the case. 

“We’re doing this for ourselves,” said Gearig, 
who shares a home and two dogs with Howe- 
Duff, his partner of four years. “Illinois isn’t far 
behind, and then we won’t have to redo it.” 

Iowa, which on Monday is scheduled to 
begin issuing marriage licenses to same-sex 
couples, has brought equal marriage to the 
Midwest, sowing hope in Chicago’s gay com- 
munity that Illinois could be next. 

A gay marriage bill introduced in Illinois 
this year died in committee, but legislators are 
considering a civil unions bill that would give 
same-sex couples the same rights as spouses. 
Gay rights advocates say they are optimistic 
the House will approve the bill this session. 

“I think Illinois will be one of the next 
states to have relationship recognition,” said 
Rick Garcia, director of public policy with 
Equality Illinois, a gay rights lobbying group. 
Gov Pat Quinn is “sympathetic to the con- 
cept of civil unions,” a spokeswoman for the 
governor said. 

David Smith, executive director of the 
Illinois Family Institute, which opposes gay 
marriage and civil unions, said he doesn’t think 
the civil unions bill has enough support to pass, 
and feels the gay marriage momentum has been 
overstated. Conservative lawmakers in Illinois 
for several years have introduced bills to amend

the state constitution to ban same-sex mar- 
riage “or a legal status similar to marriage,” but 
they’ve died in committee. Illinois statute cur- 
rently prohibits same-sex marriage. 

Waiting for iliinois 

For many gay Chicagoans, it’s worth waiting 
for marriage equality to come to Illinois rath- 
er than run for the border and get hitched in 
Iowa. Not only are those marriage rights not 
valid in Illinois, but, as California showed, the 
right to gay marriage can be fleeting. 

“I think it’s crazy,” said Chris Anguiano, 23, 
of Ravenswood. “People get so excited, then 
all of a sudden it’s not legal anymore.” 

Anguiano, a cashier at the Bachelorette 
Party Store in Boystown, said he has noticed 
gays buying bachelorette party items as gag 
gifts and using them to celebrate Iowa’s gay 
marriage victory at neighborhood bars. 

But Chicagoans aren’t talking about going 
to Iowa to get married the way they did about 
going to California when gay marriage was 
legal there, said Shelly Rosenbaum, owner of 
Gaymart in Boystown. The $55 plastic, same- 
sex wedding cake toppers he sells have not 
been flying off the shelves. 

“Maybe it’s more exotic to go to San 
Francisco than Iowa,” said Rosenbaum, 60. 

Kentaindra “Nicole” Scarver, 33, moved to 
Dubuque, Iowa, from Englewood in October 
for the cheaper rent, and feels that the com- 
munity has not embraced her family— which 
consists of her partner, Veronica Spann, 24, 
their 7-week-old son, Aedaughn, who was 
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conceived through artificial insemination, 
and Scarver’s two teenage children from pre- 
vious relationships, 16 -year-old son Kelly and 
14-year-old daughter Briana. 

Still, Scarver and Spann were elated when 
they awoke to a call from a Chicago friend 
alerting them that they happened to be liv- 
ing in a state that just legalized same-sex mar- 
riage. The couple hopes to be first in line to 
apply for a marriage license in Dubuque on 
Monday, a day they’re awaiting anxiously 

“I feel like they’re going to snatch it away,” 
said Scarver, who wants to move her family 
back to Chicago this fall. 

Though the marriage label often stirs 
up the most controversy, some gay couples 
believe the legal status conferred by anything 
less— like civil unions— is separate but equal, 
and not good enough. 

But Keely Newman of Uptown said she 
doesn’t need the word “marriage” to validate 
her commitment to her partner. All she wants 
from the state is to be entitled to the same tax 
breaks and protections as spouses. 

As Newman, 38, tries to have a child with 
her partner through in vitro fertilization, she 
worries about what she would do if something 
were to happen to her in childbirth, as her part- 
ner can’t adopt the baby while it’s in utero. 

“If you’re married, it’s automatic,” said 
Newman, who owns Tulip sex toy boutiques. 

Howe-Duff and Gearig, who both work as 
restaurant servers, have practical concerns 
as well. They had to “jump through hoops,” 
Howe-Duff said, to get Gearig hospital visita- 
tion rights when Howe-Duff had surgery to 
remove a benign tumor last year. 

The big day 

Meantime, Howe-Duff and Gearig are 
focused on planning their wedding. 

They’ve set the ceremony time and date: 4 
p.m. May 14. They plan to wear jeans, shirts 
and ties and be accompanied only by Howe- 
Duff ’s best man and Gearig’s “best girl.” The 
big celebration will be the reception, to be 
held May 25 at The Glenwood, a bar in Rogers 
Park, which will double as a charity event to 
raise money for Equality Illinois. 

They’ve chosen the song to which they plan 
to dance their first dance— “So Close” by Jon 
McFaughlin, from the movie “Enchanted.” 
The wedding cake will be chocolate and 
strawberry cream cheese, surrounded by blue 
and white cupcakes representing the Tiffany’s 
color scheme. 

And, oh yes, the wedding rings. 

Howe-Duff had wanted it to be a surprise, 
but over brunch Monday morning he let slip 
that he was taking Gearig downtown to get 
fitted for rings— and they weren’t the Tiffany 
replicas they’d been discussing. 

“Did you buy Tiffany rings?” Gearig said, his 
mouth agape. “How much did you spend?” 

“Shut up,” Howe-Duff said. “You’re going

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What do the laws mean? 

Here’s a blueprint for what a domestic partnership, 
a civil union and a marriage would mean in Illinois 


Domestic partnerships 

Same-sex couples living in Cook 
County can register as domestic 
partners, but the county registry is 
largely symbolic and doesn’t afford 
any legal benefits or protections. 

The practical purpose of registering 
as domestic partners is that some 
companies and businesses that offer 
benefits such as health insurance to 
domestic partners require govern- 
ment recognition of the relationship. 

Several government agencies in 
Illinois offer domestic partnership 
benefits to their employees, 
including Chicago, Cook County, the 
state, the state university system. 
Oak Park and Champaign-Urbana. 


Civil unions 

The Illinois House is considering a 
civil unions bill (HB2234, the Illinois 
Religious Freedom Protection and 
Civil Union Act), which would entitle 
couples to the same legal obligations, 
responsibilities, protections and 
benefits that Illinois gives to 
spouses-such as health insurance, 
bereavement leave, inheritance, 
medical decision-making, hospital 
visitation and disposition of remains. 

Under the proposed law, couples 
who get married or enter into a civil 
union in another state would auto- 
matically be recognized as having a 
civil union when they come to Illinois. 


Marriage 

Illinois is not considering equal 
marriage legislation, but the main 
legal difference between marriage 
and civil unions is that marriage 
offers federal benefits, while civil 
unions don’t. 

However, the Defense of 
Marriage Act prohibits the federal 
government from recognizing 
same-sex marriages. So, as it is now, 
married same-sex couples cannot 
receive the federal benefits that 
heterosexual spouses get, like tax 
breaks, citizenship rights (if a partner 
is an immigrant) and Social Security 
survivor payments.

WHERE THE STATES STAND 

When Congress enacted the Defense of Marriage Act in 1996, it barred federal recognition of same-sex marriage and 
allowed states to do the same. There are now 30 states that have approved constitutional amendments banning same- 
sex marriage. Many states, including Illinois, that don’t ban same-sex marriage in their constitutions have state statutes 
defining marriage as being between a man and a woman. 

Note: The seven states with domestic partnership laws offer varying levels of rights and protections, depending on state.

Still, the number of homicides this month 
is not likely to surpass the 47 homicides 
recorded in April 2008.

Aldermen review proposals 
targeting parking meters

Less than five months after the City 
Council quickly and overwhelmingly 
approved the deal, aldermen buffeted 
by public complaints pushed a slew of 
ordinances Wednesday targeting the 
$1.2 billion lease of Chicago’s parking 
meters to a private company 

One measure calls for hearings to 
examine the deal, which ushered in 
dramatic rate hikes at 36,000 meters 
across the city Another would halt rate 
increases until all meters are uprooted and 
replaced with “pay and display” equipment 
allowing motorists to pay with credit cards 
and place tickets on their dashboards. Yet 
a third would require a 30 -day waiting 
period before aldermen could approve any 


plan to privatize city assets. 

The proposals appear aimed at giving 
aldermen political cover amid widespread 
discontent and technical problems as 
the parking meter system transitions to 
private control. 

Facing a huge budget deficit, aldermen 
agreed in December to take a massive, 
upfront payment from a consortium 
doing business as Chicago Parking Meters 
LLC. Though many council members 
complained Mayor Daley gave them only 
two days to review the deal, the vote was 
40-5. 

The new private company received the 
right to operate the meters and collect 
revenues for 75 years, and rates shot up 
Jan. I. Last month, the Tribune revealed

Last month, U.S. District Judge Edward 
Korman ruled in a New Tbrk lawsuit that 
Bush administration appointees let politics, 
not science, drive their decision to allow 




over-the-counter access to these pills only 
for women 18 and older. Korman ordered the 
agency to let 17-year-olds get the medication, 
and separately to evaluate whether all age 
restrictions should be lifted. 

Supporters of broader access argued that 
Plan B was safe and effective in preventing 
unwanted pregnancy, and also could help 
reduce the number of abortions. 

Opponents countered that it would encour- 
age promiscuity, and might even become a 
tool for criminals running prostitution rings, 
as well as for sexual predators.

If taken within 72 hours of 
unprotected sex. Plan B can reduce 
a woman’s chances of pregnancy 
by as much as 89 percent. 

It contains a high dose of birth 
control drugs and works by 
preventing ovulation, fertilization, 
or the implantation of a fertilized 
egg in the uterus. If a woman is 
already pregnant. Plan B has no 
effect. The treatment consists of 
two pills and sells for about $50.

Their eats: Finding 
Andersonville’s Antica Pizzeria 
can be a bit confusing. The 
6 -month-old pizzeria shares 
a striped awning with neigh- 
bor Real Azteca, and it’s easy 
enough to wander into the 
Mexican spot if you’re not paying close 
attention. But once you step inside Antica, 
there’s no mistaking you’re in the right place 
for Neopolitan-style pizzas: A wood-burn- 
ing pizza oven is fully exposed in the open 
kitchen. 

The rest of the space is homey, with 
cheery yellow walls and tea lights scattered 
about on wooden tables. The food has a 
comfortable, simple feel too. Tbu’ll find 
straightforward pastas, salads and antipasti 
on the menu, but the real stars here are the 
thin-crust pizzas. We like the Parma, a fresh 
presentation of mozzarella, Parmigiano, 
cherry tomatoes, arugula and prosciutto 
($14.95). The Fattoressa, a combo of Italian 
cooked ham, hard-boiled eggs, green 


peas, mushrooms and fresh 
mozzarella ($14.50), comes 
directly from co-owner Mario 
Rapisarda’s Sicilian mother. 
Your drinks: There’s a liquor 
store across the street but 
if you’re looking for a more 
varied wine selection or a rec- 
ommendation, head a few blocks south to In 
Fine Spirits (5418 N. Clark St. 773-506-9463). 
The staff is familiar with Antica’s food, and 
retail manager Michael Malinsky praises the 
restaurant’s large wine glasses, saying you 
can “swirl like crazy” 

For white pizzas, Malinsky suggests a bot- 
tle of 2007 Rossini Bianco ($11.99), ^ classic 
white made from the trebbiano grape that 
tastes of “herbs, lavender and a little bit of 
anise.” For something entirely unique, snag a 
bottle of 2005 Snafu ($16.99). The California 
blend is a great partner for Antica’s spicy red 
pizzas— particularly the Salame (Italian pep- 
peroni with fresh mozzarella, $13.95). Antica 
charges a $3 per bottle corkage fee. emily miser

Itbu’ll never hear

Aisha Tyler is spinning more plates than the 
most talented circus performer. 

She’s an actress, director, philanthropist, 
author, Huffington Post contributor and a 
downright hottie who speaks four languag- 
es— including Swahili.

“I live a very immature life in a lot of ways,” 
she said. “I love video games, cocktails, stay- 
ing up late and sleeping in.

“He’s an awesome guy who’s super-patient, 
supports my career and couldn’t care less about 
the Hollywood drama,” she said. “He knew me 
before I started my career, and he was the guy 
who drove with me to armpit clubs and sat 
through my acts so many times that he could 
mouth each word of my performance. 

‘And he tolerates me when I get up there and 
make fun of him mercilessly We’re friends.” 

Tyler and Tietjens live a life unaffected by 
Hollywood glam. 

“I’m not being chased by the paparazzi, and 
I don’t drive an Escalade with spinners,” she 
said. “We’re a normal couple and we work in 
our home office a lot, so we’re together all the 
time— like symbiotic fungi.” 

Although she’s not planning to abandon her 
occasional cereal dinners and beloved Halo 
game any time soon, Tyler maintains a dizzy- 
ing adult schedule.

You better shop around

Shop. Compare. Shop. Compare. During this 
seemingly endless recession, it will take time 
and effort to find the best ways to stretch 
your travel dollars. Here are some tips for 
planning plane trips. 

» Check as many Internet sources as you can 
for the best airfares. In his new book, ‘Ask 
Arthur Frommer,” the travel guru recom- 
mends checking with aggregators, who list not 
only the large, mainstream airlines but small- 
er budget lines such as AirTran. He suggests 
cheapflights.com, farechase.com, kayak.com, 
sidestep.com, momondo.com and mobissimo. 
com (for international flights). 

Aggregators typically will root out the best 
fares, then lead you to booking at such sites 
as expedia.com, orbitz.com, priceline.com and 
travelocity.com. Once you check an airfare 
there, also look at the particular airline’s Web 
site to see if you can score an even better Web 
special. From Monday evening to the follow- 
ing morning is when you’re likely to start 
catching the early posting of lower fares, 
according to many experts, though some con- 
tend Tuesday night is a meaty time. 

» Consider a consolidator such as Chicago- 
based cheaptickets.com or 1800 flyeurope.com. 


Consolidators buy blocks of tickets, some- 
times offering substantial discounts, but one 
caveat: You probably won’t be able to change 
your arrangements. 

» For those without Web access, remember 
that travel agents can cut through a lot of 
brambles to find great rates. 

» Be flexible in your travel dates and times. 
Often the best fares are available two to four 
weeks before departure. Try to travel on a 
Tuesday, Wednesday or Thursday when rates 
can be dramatically cheaper. 

» Check fares from both major Chicago 
airports, and consider nearby alternative 
airports. Milwaukee General Mitchell 
International Airport and Chicago Rockford 
International Airport may offer fewer flights 
but great fare deals do pop up, and parking 
can be easier and much cheaper. 

» Combine air, hotel and rental-car needs 
to see what kind of savings you can garner. 
Expedia, Orbitz, Priceline andTfavelocity can 
save you hundreds of dollars if you book the 
components together.
